Numerous objections were filed, 
chiefly on the ground that the sale was 
premature and for an inadequate price. 
These objections were argued at length before 
Judge Biodgett last week, and Saturday he en- 
teredan order overruling all the exceptions to 
the Master's report of such sale, aoproving the 
report, and confirming the sale, but ordering 
the Master not to give a certificate of sale to the 
purchaser until further order of the Court.

THE WATER WASTE IN CHICAGO. 

The waste of water m this city, as shown 
by the late report of the Commissioner of 
Publie Works, is scandalous; it would scarce- 
ly be exaggeration to characterize it as 
wicked. The daily consumption of 122 gal- 
lons, or considerably more than a hogshead, 
of water, by every man, woman, and child 
is simply preposterous; but that is the av- 
erage amount actually consumed in Chicago. 
It would seem to require a systematic and 
labored wastefulness, for the mere purpose 
of wasting, to use up 53,600,000 gallons of 
water every twenty-four hours in this city. 
We venture to say that it is nearly as much 
water as the vast cities of London and Paris 
consume. The consumption has grown from 
32 gallons per day to each inbabitant, which 
was the average consumption in 1858, to 122 
gallons, as stated; that is to say, it has quad- 
rupled in the last twenty years. If the 
people could get along comfortably with 


consumption of four times as much now, It 
is true that Ohicago’s exceptional facilities 
for obtaining an unlimited water-supply 
warrants a liberal use thereof, and the agency 
of running water in a sanitary way ia of un- 
disputed value; at the same time, the present 
rate of consumption, together with a pros- 
pect for a proportionate increase with the 
growth of the city, is an oppression upon 
taxpayers, because it will negessitate new 
pamping-works, additional tunnels, and en- 
larged mains to continue the supply. The 
eontiaued supply of water at the present 
rate will result in a cost of milbons of dollars 
to the city, in addition to the amounts ac- 


| tually paid by the renters. 


This wastefulness can be traced easily 
enough in a general way, though it is almost 
impossible to fix responsibility upon any 
particular persons. In summer the property- 
owners of Chicago are accustomed to irti- 
gate their land and water the streets from the 
supply; the owner of a house and a 
lot twenty-five feet front, paying $3 per year 
for the use of a hose, frequently i 
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supplies 


one which ean regulate the water- 
supply fairly. No other means would 
protect the gas companies, and there 
is no reason why the city should net 
guard ite property and interests just as caré- 
fully as private corporations are in the habit 
of doing. The police cannot watch and fol- 
low up the individual instances of wasting 
water, because it is done ina way that at- 


tracts no attention, and because it is univer- . 


sal. The proper remedy is forthe Council to 
provide for the adoption of water-metres 


LABOR STRIKES. 

In the last number of the JWVineteenth 
Century, Mr. W. R. Guua, an English writer 
of much ability, discussed, under the title of 
„Rocks Ahead and Harbors of Refuge,” the 
present condition of labor in Engiand, and 
the agency of trades-unions in bringing 
about that condition of affairs. 

The period preceding the present depres. 
sion of trade was one of general prosperity. 
The production of skilled labor was in- 
creased. Employers were induced by the 
ever-increasing sale of their productions to 
duplicate their buildings, their machinery, and 
the number of their operatives. Profits on 
the increased volume of business were enor- 
mous. The number of persons engaged, and 
the wages paid to them, were beyond prec- 
edent. Times were good. Strikes took 
place which carried their point for higher 
wages, because so great was the 
trade that higher wages could be paid 
at more profit than to suspend work. Capi- 
tal and labor were reaping such a harvest as 
had not been previously gathered. Society 
felt the magic warmth of this prosperity. 
Personal expenditure grew rapidly. Men 
and families of all classes spent their in- 
comes freely. All the warnings of a probable 
reaction were rejected, and men and women 
enjoyed the present in extravagant expendi- 
ture. Everybody was seeking and expecting 
to be rich, but no one profited by the abun- 
dance to save anything for the future. Earn- 
ings were lavishly. squandered. All made 
hay while the san was shining, but they con- 
sumed the hay as fast as it was harvested, 
and none was laid up for winter seasons. At 
last the turn in the tide came. Then the 
trade began to fall off Unable to sell, 
employers were unable to produce at a 
profit. The rising market became a falling 
ope. Competition by foreign nations as- 
sumed alarming proportions. The markets 
became contracted, and there was a general 
decline in prices, 

At this stage the evil consequences of 
trades-unions as controllers and directors of 
labor became evident. Under their advice 
and direction the whole laboring population 
refused to submit to any share in the losses 
of the changed condition of affairs. They 
ignored the fact that their employers could 
no longer sell goods except at less than the 
cost of production; they denied that they 
were in any way bound to regulate the wages 
of their labor by its productive value; they 
scouted all suggestions that foreign countries 
were producing these lines of goods in which 
British labor hed had exclusive possession of 
the market, and were underselling British 
goods even at the doors of British mills. 
The employers thereupon gave notice of a 
reduction of wages to meet the falling mar- 
ket. Then there was a strike. Mills were 
closed, mines stopped, thousands of work. 
men were forced into idleness. Orders and 
contracts for work and goods were tendered to 
British employers which would have given a 
half million of idle men employment ; but 
the men refused to work except at the 
wages of prosperous times, and the orders 
were sent to Continental establishments. 
Selfishness ruled supreme. Whole com- 
munities were arbitrarily ordered to discon- 
tinue labor. They refused to listen to the 
argument that every order or contract sent 
out of the Kingdom to be filled elsewhere 
was not only an immediate loss, but was 
leading the way for a permanent transfer of 
the trade to other countries. They refused 
to take notice that rival countries were al- 
ready producing at lower cost than England 
could, and -were already occupying the rich- 
est and most extended markets which En- 
gland had called her own. The inexorable 
trades-unions insisted on the strike, not in- 
frequently demanding in addition to the old 
rates of wages an actual advance, 

The cost of this policy has been enor- 
mous, not only to the workmen, but to 
the country. First, there was the loss of 


wages during the strikes; second, the in- 


„Strike pay.” These funds were intended 
for beneficiary purposes. These funds are the 
product of weekly contribations of one shill- 


calamity of six years ago. Selfishness is an 
essential offspring of ignorance. As in En- 
gland, so in this country. the 
English employers informed their striking 
workmen that they had orders and contracts 
which would give employment to 50,000 
idle workmen at such wages as would per- 
mit the work to be done without loss, 
the answer was a prompt and violent 
refusal. The 50,000 men remained idle, and 
the work went to Belgium and to France. 
So now, when there is a revival of trade, and 
employers areable to engage, say, 100,000 ad- 
ditional workmen who are idle, the offer 
is regarded as an evidence that the employers 
can pay higher wages, and a general strike 
is ordered. The fact is ignored that the 
demand for increased production is because 
of present prices, and that additional pro- 
duction is to meet this demand at present 
prices, and not at increased prices; there- 
fore, the strike for an advance of 20 per cent 
in wages must necessitate the discharge not 
only of the 100,000 additonal workmen, but 
also of a large proportion of those already at 
work, The progress of improvement is at 
once arrested, consumption is diminished, 
labor 1s suspended, wages cease, and there 
is a general relapse into a struggle with pov- 
erty and want. These men refuse to recog- 
nize that in the general decline of prices 
wages retain their purchasing power, thongh 
less in the number of dollars. When 
the cost of. living is reduced 25 
per cent the dollar has the same purchasing 
power that $1.25 had before the change. 
They forget or refuse to know that every 
addition to the number of persons employed 
at wages in any branch of industry necessi- 
tates the increase of the number employed 
in all other branches; that any increase in 
the distribution of wages begets increased 
consumption, compelling increased produc- 
tion and labor, In the face of the estab- 
lished fact that the renewal of trade and 
production is due immediately and directly 
to the low cost to which production has been 
reduced, these men in the intemperate zeal 
of ignorant selfishness propose to advance 
the cost of ion, and thus arrest and 
crush out every revival of industry and every 
demand for increased labor. Never in the 
history of human labor has suicidal madness 
worked such enduring disaster as has been 
wrought in England during the last two years 
by strikes; and it is to be hoped that these 
Secialistic madmen may not succeed in lead- 
ing this country into a like season of loss 
and ruin.

SENSATION, AND SENSIFEROUS ORGANS. 

In the Wineteenth Century for April Prof. 
Hvuxuerx instituted an inquiry into the nature 
of the phenomenon we call sensation, and 
the structure of the sensiferous organs. 
These have been, from the time of Antsrorzs, 
fruitful subjects of speculation. The ques- 
tion which has perplexed philosophers is, 
„How is the relation between the material 
and the immaterial phenomena to be con- 
ceived?” One school has answered that 
„An immaterial substance of mind existed, 
and that it was affected by the mode of 
motion of the sensorium in such a way as to 
give rise to sensations.” A second school 
has believed that The sensation is a direct 
effect of the mode of motion of the sen- 
sorium, brought about without the interven- 
tion of any substance of mind.” The third 
school has declared that The sensation is 
neither directly not indirectly an effect of 
the mode of motion of the sensorium, but 
that it has an independent cause.” 

Prof. Huxtxr, being a materialist himself, 
naturally inclines to the second hypothesis, 
but he does so cautiously and with reserva- 
tions. He admits that none of the hypoth- 
eses is capable of even an approximation to 
demonstration. A sensation, he says, is an 
intuition,—a part of immediate knowledge. 
As such it is an ultimate fact, and inexplica- 
ble. All that we can hope to find out about 
it—and that indeed is worth finding out—is 
its relation to other natural facts. But when 
this confession of ignorance has been made, 
Prof. Huxuizy does not admit that it is anoth- 
er illustration of the emptiness and useless 
ness of metaphysical discussions. It is some- 
thing to know how human understandings 
are limited. It is true that all mankind are 
ignorant in regard to this mysterious rela- 
tion, and that from the nature of the case 
they never can know the precise facts about 
it; but all mankind unfortunately does not 
know that it is ignorant. There are many 
who believe they know more about material 
than they do about immaterial existences. 
„And if,” remarks the Professor, in conclu- 
sion, as a wise man has assured us, the 
knowledge of what we don't know is the 
next best thing to the knowledge of what 
we do know, this brief excursioninto the 
provines of philosophy has been highly profit- 
able.” 

The theory of sensation, Prof. Hoxuzy 
says, is very much where Hagrier, led by a 
hint of Sir Issac Newron’s, left it in his 


the same morphological elements.” On the 


hypothesis which appears to him most con- | 


venient, ‘Sensation is a product of the 
sensifetous apparatus, caused by certain 
modes of motion which are set up in it by 
impulses from without.” 

The above is an abstract of a remarkable 
discussion of a perplexing question in meta- 
physics by the first living physiologist, The 
paper is clear, concise, and comprehensive ; 
and in the humility which it evidences, even 
more than in the certainty of its conclusions, 
it strikes a new note in scientific research. 


THE MICHIGAN AVENUE BOULEVARD. 

We understand the scheme for boule- 
varding certain streets leading to the parks, 
as provided by the law pnesed by the late 
Legislature to that end, will be presented to 
the Council in a shape that will secure the 
necessary consent of that body. It is to be 
hoped so. It was an outrage upon the peo- 
ple of the South Division for the Council to 
refuse to transfer the necessary anthority 
over Michigan avenue to the South Park 
Commissioners. There has been no dispute 
as to the choice of street in the’ South Divis- 
ion to use as an approach to the parks, for 
Michigan avenue is the only one available, 
and the sentiment in favor of such approach 
is all but unanimous. The refusal of the 
Council’s consent, under these circum- 
stances, was a plain defiance of the popular 
sentiment; it prevented the improvement 
being made in time for use and 
enjoyment during the present summer season, 
and nothing but a mercenary desire on the 
part of some of those who opposed it, and a 
dog-in-the-manger disposition on the part of 
others, could have prevailed against it. 
While two or three Aldermen had different 
motives for voting against the measure, it 
was the opposition that arose from the fail- 
ure of the West Side people to agree upon a 
street in their division which furnished the 
votes to defeat the Michigan avenue plan. 
This was a petty piece of jealousy, and not 
at all creditable to those Who were actuated 
by it. 

It is probably too much to expect that the 
Communists in the Council, and those who 
are in the habit of pandering to tha lass of 
people, will. favor the. Michigan avenue 
boulevard, or amy park approaches to 
any of the parks, because these 
‘people are .opposed to everybody who 
drives a horse for pleasure,’ in the 
conviction that said horse ought in some way 
to be divided up among them. But it is a 
perversion of fact to represent that the 
scheme for park approaches is in any way an 
injury to ot @ discrimination against the 
poorer people, Taking the South Division 
as an illustration, the simple result will be to 
exclude trucks from Michigan avenue, and 
the owners and drivers of trucks will find full 
compensation in the fact that carriages, bug- 
gies, and all sorts of pleasure vehicles will 
abandon the other streets and leave them 
free to the tracks and business wagons. The 
benefits of the boulevard will be open to the 
poorer classes equally with all others. when 
they drive out, as they frequently do, on a 
family holiday; and at all other times they 
will enjoy an advantage in having better ac- 
commodations in the street-cars and steam- 
cars by reason of the larger amount of driy- 
ing encouraged by a decent thoroughfare. 
The poorer classes themselves are making no 
protests against the scheme, and it is only a 
device of demagogues in using them as a 
pretext for an opposition that hassome other 
significance. When the matter comes up 
again, however, no Alderman who has any 
regard for public opinion or any desire to 
save his official skin will vote against it un- 
less he expects to be re-elected by the Social- 
‘ate.

THE KITOHEN-KINDERGARTEN. AGAIN. 

A few days since Tas Onicaco Tarisune 
took occasion to commend the latest Boston 
notion,—the Kitchen-Kindergarten. It will 
do no harm to reproduce some of its salient 
features and to emphasize some of its sug- 
gestions, for the Kitchen-Kindergarten is an 
institution which fills vacancy that has long 
existed in the edueation of girls, and the re- 
suit which it is intended to accomplish, and 


undoubtedly will, is the erying necessity of 


American social life. 

The Kitchen-Kindergarten is 9 training- 
school for the education of girls commenc- 
ing ata tender age to fill the place of mis- 
tress of a household and make home attract- 
ive by a thorough knowledge of ita duties. 
The idea is not merely to teach a young girl 
to concoet @ salad or work a sofa-pillow, but 


with them, if she cares to have home 
well regulated. Our Boston correspondent 
a few weeks ago drew the following sketch 
of one of these schools in operation : 

„To look in upon them is to look in upon «a 
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opened one before. 

opportunities for young women to learn to 
paint jugs, sdup-dishes, and sewer-pipes, 
and to exéctte silhouettes on coal-scutties, 
though this pursuit has no apparent connec- 
tion with the real duties of a woman's 
life. Por the practical sphere, however, 
which every woman will or ought to oo 
capy, there has hitherto been no prepara- 
tion except in the case of a few old-fash- 
ioned families, where the duties and secrets 
of housekeeping are handed down from 
mother to daughter, and where the homely 
old promise w religiously kept that when the 
girl learns to play the washboard she shall 
learn to play the piano. It is all well enough 
to say that these schools are unnecessavy, be- 
cause the parents can teach their children 
the curriculum of their studies; but the pa- 
rents don’t do it,—partly for the reason that 
the parents don’t know how themselves, 
or, if they do know how, they have 
neither the time nor the patience to devote 
themselves to the work with the intelligence 
and thoroughness it requires. 

What the social economy requires more 
than all else is good housekeepers. If but 
one young woman in a hundred becomes a 
good musician, that is sufficient for the world's 
needs. If but one young woman in a hun- 
dred accomplishes great results in painting, 
the demand for works of “ bigotry and vir- 
tue” will be met. But how aboutthe ninety 
and nine? There will be a demand for every 
one of them in the capacity of a good houiie- 
keeper, and if they are not good housekeep- 
ers everyone of them will contribute to 
make some man miserable. Nor is it, again, 
any objection to this scheme of education 
that ass rule servants do the household 
work,—set tables, cook meals, make beds, 
light fires, sweep, wash, and iron, and tend 
door, If the mistress of the house Khows how 
to do these things the table will be better set, 
the meals will be better cooled, the beds 
will be more comfortably made up, the fires 
will be more economically handled, the

The epidemic of crime from which the city 
has suffered for months past culminated yes- 
terday in one of the boldest robberies ever per- 
petrated bere.

WHITE OUTRAGES. 

Peaceful Indians Driven from Their Homes. 

Reports have been received at military head- 
quarters of a series of outrages on a remnant of 
the Yanktonais Indians, who for years have 
been in peaceful possession of a reservation in 
the valley of the James River, near Watertown, 
the terminus of the Winona & St. Peter Rail- 


road. These Indians were a part of the Sioux 
Nation, and are under the leadership of a Chief 
who is known as Drifting Goose. They were 
settled on these lands more than twenty years 
ago, and expected to always remain there. The 
land was theirs by possession and inheritance, 
as it had belonged to their ancestors before them. 
They have always been friends of the whites, and 
during the Indian outbreak they never wavered, 
but rendered valuable assistance to their white 
allies. They had been guaranteed the continued 
possession of their reservation by the treaty of 
March 17, 1866, and their title has never hereto- 
fore been disputed. The white settlers began 
to encroach on their territory, but the Indians 
raised no objections, even when the enterpris- 
ing settlers began to stake out claims for future 
occupation, Last fall, however, an order came, 
in accordapee with the policy of the Interior 
Department, that these Indians must go to the 
Crow Agency, near Yankton, D. T. 
They obeyed the order under the 
impression that they would be allowed to re- 
turn in the spring. When spring came the 
found from the Agent, Cant. Dougherty, that it 
was intended that they should remain at the 
Agency. Fioally permission was given to a few 
to go back to their homes and make arrange 
ments for the transfer. When they arrived at 
their once happy homes they found that the 
white settlers, to whom they had been such 
ood friends, bad taken possession of their 
Toran: houses, fields of growing corn, and every 
description of property, and had even gone so 
far as to stake out claims in the burying

THE CALIFORNIA CRACKS. 

On previous occasions Tus Triscns has fur- 
nished the public with the facts relative to the en- 
gagements in the East this summer of the stables of 
running horses owned by Messrs. Baldwin & 
Schwartz, of California. The experiment of these 
gentiemen, Doth of whom are known as thorough 
sportsmen, in bringing on such along journey 
their valuable strings of racers is one in which ali 
lovers of sport are interested, and the enterprise 
and pluck thus shown by them will, it is hoped, be 
rewarded with the success it merits. Although 
quite a number of race-horses are owned in Cali- 
fornia, they are not sufficiently numerous to war- 
rant the formation of any considerable num- 
ber of racing associations, and in conse- 
quence of this fact there are no an- 
nual events, such as are common in the East 
and South, for which young thoroughbreds can 
be entered, and thus have a line of engagements 
which will prove profitable in case the horses turn 
out well. This fact will account for the large 
number of mile- and twe-mile-heat races in which 
the horses whose performances are given below 
appear. Their performances in such races have

deen so uniformly creditable that, in case they can 


run in the same form here, success is aimost cer- 
tain. They are all entered at the Chicago meet- 
ing, beginning June 21, and the people of this 
city wili be the first ones to witness their per- 
fermances. Mollie McCarthy, whose trip to 
Louisville last year and defeat by the weather is 
still fresh in the public mind, heads Mr, Baldwin's 
string, which will be here next Tuesday, the 
stable of Mr. Schwartz having arrrved last Friday. 
She is in the Garden City Cup, and is expected to 
give a good account of herself.

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JOHN LAMB. 
HIS COUNSEL MAKE APPLICATION FOR A SUPER- 
SEDBAS. 

The attorneys of John Lamb were heard by Jus- 
tice Dickey in Chambers yesterday, on their appli- 
cation for a supersedeas. It seems that the volum- 
thous record was submtmted to him Tuesday, but 
as he hadn't time to go over it, being about to go 
to Mt. Vernon, made an appointment to meet 
Col. Van Arma nd Mr. Forrest on his re- 
turn. He came back Friday, but was too 
busy to take up. the case, so whe 
told him to come around at 3 o’clock yesterday af- 
ternoon. Under the statute, the application is an 
ex parte proceeding, but the Justice suggested that 
the people be represented. The defense had no 
oejections, and accordingly State’s-Attorney Mills 
and hie assistant, Mr. Weber, were on hand to 
listen to the arguments of their opponents and to 
reply, so that the Justice could be fully advised of 
the itions of both sides. Col. Van Arman and 
Mr. Forrest talked from 3 until 6, when further 
speechmaking was deferred until Monday morning. 
The points submitted by them were these: 

That tne verdict is contrary to the law and the 
evidence. 

That the verdict is not supported by the law and 
the evidence. 

That the Judge should have required the State's 
Attorney to call al) tue witnesses that were known 
by him to have been present at the time of the xkill- 
ing. and who were attainable. 

hat the Judge should have tedan attach- 
ment for the juror John F. Beseler, who, if he had 
been attac would have sworn that the Bailiff 
who bad charge of the jury commented on the 
character of the witness, and told him that those 
for the defendant led, and that one of the counsel 
tor the defendant instructed the witness Fredigke 
as to the dress, appearance, etc., of Mra, Cnap- 
man, so that he could identify her. 

That if several persons conspire to do an unlaw-

PRINCE ALEXANDER, 
THE NEW SOVEREIGN OF BULGARIA. 
Diapatch to London Times, 

Vn, May 23.—Prioce Alexander of Bul- 
garia bas made a decidedly favorable impres- 
sion here. Although himself GOmtparatively an- 
known, his father, Prince Alexander of Hesse, 
served with distinction for several years in the 
Austrian army, gaining bimself high reputation, 
especially in the battle of Solferino, where at 
the time of greatest need, on his own respon- 
sibility, be brought his brigade to the front, 
contributing to stay the French advance on 
Cavriana. The govd relations with Austria he 
thus established did not suffer by his leaving its 
ser vice, and on every occasion wheo he has visit- 
ed this capital he has been welcomed as un old, 
tried friend rather than as a casual visitor. From 
the first, therefore, the nomination of his son for 
the — 2 throne evoked sympathy aud satis- 
faction bere. ‘The personal acquaintance now 
made with the son has only served to strengthen 
this favorable disposition towards him. His 
frank and gentlemaniy bearing and the earn- 
estness which, in spite of his youth, he mani- 
fests in relation to the task be has committed 
himself to. arg interpreted as tolerably trust- 
worthy signs that the young Prince will ioyaily 
and gravely devote himself to the responsible 
mission of regenerating, or rather creating, a 
nation. His short stay bere will have sufficed 
to convince him that not only bas he no hin- 
drance to fear on this but that, on the con- 
trary, be may reckon on sincere support of 
this Government. The time the Prince will 
spend iu hia tour to the Courts of the signatory 
Powers will not be lost to bis adopted country. 
Here, at all events, the Prince’s stay has con- 
tributed not a little to inspire confi- 
dence in the future of Bulgaria un- 
Ger his guidance. For one thing, the 
presence of a gentleman in the European 
sense of the word must, it is thought, exert 
some influence on the young State, infusing into 
ita new order of ideas and sentiments, and 
thus drawing it into closer social relationship 
with Europe. The influence in this reapect of 
Prince Charles ou has been quite 
perceptibie, und so it may be will be 
that of Prince Alexander on garia.

DENNIS KEARNEY. 


The Sea-Dog of the Sand-Lots, 
San Francisco Chronicie. 

Dennis Kearney, in delipeating his pre-political 
career, is fond of stating that in his early 
youth he shipped before the mast as a com- 
mon sailor, and rose to the position of First- 
Mate of the bark Shooting Star. There be in- 
variably stops; and any attempt to extract 
further information from him concerning his 
adventures on the briny deep is baffled by the 
hackneyed shibboleth that the Chinese and the 
„ hell-bound villains” must go. This is not 
to the point. What kind of a record did he 
make on the high seas? and if his rise to ma- 
rine rank was brilliant, and his future prom- 
ising, why did he take to dry land and go to 
driving a dray?

He abandoned the screaming women, the help- 
less children, and the te male passengers 
to their fate, and, running forward, cut away a 
boat. , jumping into it with six cowardly 
sailors, pulled away from the vessel. Capt. 
Carroll was made of sterner stuff. He ordered 
the remaiuder of the crew to their posts, calmed 
the frightened passengers, restored comparative 


quiet, and then, after patient and skillful ef- 


forts, succeeded in backing the vessel off the 
reefs, and in repairiug damages to an extent that 
averted disaster, 

Keurney was too shrewd to leave the scene 
entirely and report the total loss of the vessel. 
At a secure distance he coolly watched to see if 
vessel, passengers, aud crew would go down in 
the biack waters. Finally, observing that noth- 
ing of the kind was to occur, but that the gal. 
lant Carroll was equal to the emergency, he and 
his poltroon companions iguobly returned. On 
reaching the deck, he was confronted by his 
justly-incensed commander, and, in spite of his 
tears and howls for mercy, was twice knocked 
down, and kicked about the deck like a dog. 
He was then placed in irops, and at the next 
landing was thrust ashore as a coward too vie 
to be ever afterwards intrusted with the pre- 
servation of lite and property on the great deep. 

This is only one incident of Kearney’s mariue 
career; and the fact that it transpired but a few 
hundred miles from San. Francisco may be the 
sole reason that it happens to be known. Are

Hoar-frost was reported to have been seen at 
several points in the country Saturday morning, 
but it was somewhat warmer during the day fol- 
lowing. Of course it is known that the exces- 
sive chill is largely local to the neighborhood of 
the lake shore. 

The leading produce markets were more irreg- 
lar Saturday, averaging stronger, with more 
doing. Provisions were advanced in sympathy 
with an improvement in hog quotations, and 
also in consequence of a mach better shipping 
demand for meats, with more inquiry for lard. 
We note that shoulders were especially wanted, 
both for preseut and August delivery, Wheat 
was stronger for this month and easier for July. 
There was some pressure to fll June shorts. 
The aggregate yet outstanding for this month 
is estimated by some at as much as 
5,000,000 bu, though others daim that 
the deal is nearly all settled up. Corn 
weakened early in sympathy with duly wheat, 
and perhaps also because freights were expected 
to rule higber, but it strengthened as frost re- 
ports came in and the current arrivals showed 3 
decrease. Uats were unusually excited, being 
decidediy on the rampage’ at one time under 
a sharp demand from shorts. Other grain ex- 
hibited little change. Freights by lake were 
quoted firmer, on the basis of 2c for wheat and 
e for corn, by sail to Buffalo, as a result of 
the advance in rail rates announced to take ef- 
fect with the opetiing of business this week. 
The rail rate to New York will be 15 per 100 
pounds on grain. 3 

No specially new features were to be noted in 
connection with the dry-goods market. Trade 
keeps up surprisingly well, and there are as yet 
no signs of any softening of prices; indeed, 
there are indications of a continued advance. 
The demand for staple and fancy groceries con- 
tinues of liberal proportions, and the general 
market maintains a healthy tone, Yesterday's 
changes were confined to a e advance in Rio 
goffees, the supply of which is very light, while 
tne demand is reported better than usual for 
the time of year. There was continued activity 
in sugars, molasses, rice, and teas. Prices of 
foreign and domestic dried fruits remain easy. 
Fish were quoted steady, with light stocks and 
4 good demand. The butter market was weak 
and rather lower. Prices of cheese aiso favored 
the buyer. Oils, paints, and colors were un- 
changed. There was a fair demand for coal at 
$4.50 for the different sizes of anthracite, at 
$.75 for Erie, and at $3.00@3.25 for Erie, and at 
68.00%.
